BERLIN, Dec. 8.—Chancellor 
Heinrich Bruening answered the chal- 
lenge of Adolf Hitler and his fascists 
tonight by warning the nation in a 
radio address that President Paul Von 
Hindenburg will invoke martial law 
if necessary to save the constitution. 

“There is no other authority in 
this country save that prescribed by 
the constitution,” the chancellor said. 

He went to the country over the air 
after a new and drastic emergency de- 
cree, slashing prices, wages and rents 
had been signed and made into law 
by President Von Hindenburg. 

The decree, a 46-page document, 
the longest ever issued by the govern- 
ment, was. designed to provide .the 
final windup for what Dr. Bruening 
called the “deflation period imposed 
upon Germany.”

total mileage of the state. 

The sixth district’s share under 
the law since the act was passed in 
1919 amounts to $8,780.834.86, while 
it actually has received $7,829,647.39, 
the petitioners set forth. They claim 
this means a loss of $951,187.47, and 
they set forth part of the losses have 
come during the past two years.

Another group which began confer- 
ences today was the executive council 
of the railway employes’ department 
of the American Federation of Labor. 

Bert M. Jewell, head of this con- 
ference, said “there are several ways 
out of the financial troubles of the 
railroads, if the managements will. ac- 
cept any of them, Their adoption 
would make the proposed wage cut 
unnecessary.” 
What the alternatives were. 

The ruling by the interstate com- 
merce commission late yesterday, per- 
mitting the railroads to increase cer- 
tain of their freight rates, had_ Tittle 
apparent effect on the union meetings. 
D. B: Robertson, chaigman of the Rail- 
way . Labor Executives’ Association, 
said he believed the carriers would 
still demand a reduction, 

“The increased revenue to the roads 
under these new rates would at most 
be $125,000,000,” Robertson said, 
“while the saving under the 10 per 
cent cut in wages would be over $250,- 

,000.”

specially true of the German and the 
Mexican constitutions. 

The Mexican influence seems to 
have been a rebirth of the old tradi- 
tions of Spanish liberties, and as an 
example of it we see in the new con- 
stitution ‘the importance given to the 
presidency and the supreme court. 

North American influence is notice- 
able in the supremacy of the consti- 
tution, the possible federal organiza- 
tion of the several provinces of Spain, 
and the restrictive system of reforms 
to the fundamental law. 


in the constitution, especially in the 
full freedom given. by the assembly 
from the beginning to the heterogen- 
eous government, so that the govern- 
ment might solve various existing 
problems. 

Thus were formed compromises on 
views held by the parties represented 
in the assembly, which are so essen- 
tially different.

With the deputies in parliament 
will gather an equal number of dele- 
gates of the people to élect the sec- 
ond and subsequent presidents of the 
republic, since the first is to be desig- 
nated by the constitutional cortes. 
Among the most interesting powers 
of the president are those of veto and 
dissolution, which may be exercised 
only twice. These prerogatives the 
president may exercise in disputes 
with the cortes, but the cortes on the 
other hand is empowered to impea 
the president and even to throw tim 
out of office with due process by a 
consenting quorum. 

The level-headedness and vision of 
the Spanish people already have been 
proved. In the revolution the people 
gave the whole world an example of 


their love for peace. This has been 


shown again and again in our long 
history of compromises, and in the 
peaceful solution of our problems. 
The social phases of the constitn- 
tion should not inspire any fears, as 
it is réspectful toward private prep- 
erty and -it opens an ample horizon 
of pacifie evolution for the morrow 
with its resolute protection to labor 
and with its return of crown proper-.

This measure, which was not made 
a question of confidence, and so does 
not affect the life of the government, 
was turned down apparently because 
the deputies feared it would send up 
the cost of living.

It was implied that France has re- 
ceived information to the effect that 
England is dissatisfied with present 
conditions and may voluntarily reduce 
her rates, thus eradicating the threat 
of tariff war.

“I shall not attempt with promises 
and illusions to deceive you about our 
real condition.” 

The chancellor said he sympatheti- 
cally. understood that in time of dis- 
tress the masses are inclined to chase 
phantoms. 

“But wishes do not constitute a po- 
litical program,” he warned, “If Ger- 
many’s political leadership were to 
yield to the temptation to cure the 
ills of the present by emphasizing un- 
attainable goals it would be the end 
of Germany.” 

He began his 20-minute radio talk 
with a review of the world situation. 
Only in the recone of the speéch 
rg he accept the ler gauge of bat- 
tle 

The emergency decree just signed, 


he explained, was predicated upon the 
world economic situation and the 
world capital market, and also was in- 
fluenced by the burdens. heaped upon 
Germany during the last decade. 

The drastic new measures also had 
their origin in “the mistakes we our- 
selves made,” Dr. Bruening sail. 

“Day by day the disorganization of 
the world’s economy proceeds,” he 
, went on. “Eeonomic war of tre- 
mendous extent has broken out. which 
threatens the welfare of all the peo- 
ples of the world.” 

In what seemed to be a reference 
to France, the chancellor declared that 

“by sticking to formal judicial inter- 
pretations the world situation cannot 
be mastered. Broadminded ‘solutions 
must be found, unhampered by ideas 
of times past.” 

Turning to the negotiations on the 
reparations. problem now being held 
at Basel, Dr. Bruening said: 

“T most solemnly appeal to all the 
governments concerned to see to it 


if neces- | 


that the oft proclaimed and generally 
| accepted principles of sympathetic co- 
operation now, at last, in the eleventh 
hour, be translated into deeds.” 

Only by international understand- 
‘ing, he said, can the crisis be solved, 
and meanwhile every country must 
}shift for itself. 

“For Germany,” the chancellor de- 
clared, “the security of. her currency 
is paramount.”

PARIS, Dec. 8.—(#)—The French 
g-vernment publicly took the position 
today that any reduction in German 
reparations payments must be accom- 
panied by a simultaneous reduction 
in other intergovernmental obliga- 
tions. 

This stand was set forth in in- 
structions sent to the nation’s am- 
bassadors and ministers. 

These diplomatic representatives 
were informed France considers Ger- 
man’s request for. an inquiry into 
her ability to pay repar&tions to be 
the just initiative of a débtor desir- 
ing to meet his engagements. 

The government's official explana- 
tion of the debt stand shared inter- 
est with an announcement by Albert 
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BERLIN, Dec. 8.—(4)—Germany. 
whittled her official and‘ private debt 
down at the rate of almost a billion 
dollars a month during the first six 
mont@® of this year, but it still stood 
at $23,750,000,000 as of June.1, the 
Institute for Analysis of Statistics 
has announced, 

In grouping the debt at the 23- 
billion figure, the institute included 


municipal and state borrowers, but 
did not take into consideration the 
implied German debt due under the 
Young plan for repafations. 
Indicative of the vastness of the 
blanket debt is the interest charge 
which approximated 
marks annually,or roughly $2,000,- 
000. 


Differences in the money markets of 
the present and the pre-war days ac- 
count for an ~ increase of interest 
which ranges to 2,000,000,000 marks 
annually now. Short term credits com- 
mandeéed as high ‘as 10 per cent, while 
the long term paper earns an average 
of 7 1-2 per cent, the institute figured. 

The institute divides the credits into 
62,000,000,000 marks (about $15,500,- 
000,000) long term paper and 33,000,- 
000,000 marks (about $8,250,000,000) 
of short term notes. 


Sterling To Refuse 
New Cotton Law Plea 


AUSTIN, . Texas, Dec. 8.—(?)— 
Governor R. S. ‘Sterling will keep his 
fingers out of the affairs of neighbor- 
ing commonwealths, he said Monday 
in declaring ‘he would not appeal to 
governors of other cotton states that 
have not done so to urge enactment 
of cotton acreage reduction laws simi- 
lar to Texas’. 

“Why should I threaten the gov- 
ernors of the states that have not yet 
enacted cotton acreage reduction stat- 
utes?” he asked when confronted with 
a request from a mass meeting of 
central Texas farmers held at Waco,. 
Saturday, that he immediately appeal’ 
to the governors of states that have 
not acted to convene their legislatures 
for that purpose. 


H,. Wiggin, American banker, that 
banking interests in Germany’s credi- 
tor countries are in harmony in re- 
gard to the problem of short-term Ger- 
man credits. 

Mr. Wiggin, who headed the World 
Bank committee that investigated Ger- 
many’s economic structure last sum- 
mer, will go to Berlin tomorrow at 
the invitation of a committee of Ger- :

“Representatives of -banking inter- 
ests in the various countries con- 
cerned with short-term credits to Ger 
many have been having informal dis- 
cussions here in Paris preliminary to 
visiting Berlin,” he said. 

“Those representatives are in har- 
mony, but I am not justified in dis- 
cussing these matters further prior to 
the conference at Berlin.” 

An official communique accompany- 
ing the outline of the French govern- 
ment’s debt stand contended there 
were two causes for Germany's finan- 
cial troubles. 

“The world economic crisis explains 
a great part of Germany's difficul- 
ties,” the communique said, “but they 
are due also to expenditures and sys- 
tematically exaggerated loans made by 
the Berlin government. 

“France recognizes the necessity for 
helping Germany and will conform 
with the spirit of the communique is- 
sued at Washington after the con- 
versations between President Hoover 
and Premier Laval.’

‘Since that time, too, the as- 
sociation has purchased the home, 
converted it into a veritable shrine 
of southern literature, and has never 
sought a cent of public contribution. 

When, after the death of Joel 
Chandler Harris, it was proposed to 
create such a shrine, the association 
called upon President Theodore Roose- 
velt, whom Harris had visited at. the 
White House by invitation, and the 
president immediately responded by 
delivering .a lecture which netted the 
association its first $5,000 toward the 
purchase. Andrew Carnegie matched 
this sum, as did the Harris family, 
and the association, by plays and en- 
tertainments of various types, rai 
the necessary remainder. 

School Programs Planned. 

In Atlanta schools today the day 
will be particularly set aside for the 
reading of the famous Uncle Remus 
stories. In his weekly message to the 
maneen children of the city Mr. Sutton 
said : 

“It is the birthday of one of our 
reatest. creative authors. 
ncle Remus, Joel Chandler Harris, 

was born at Eatonton, Ga., on a plan- 
tation. He spent much of his time in 
editorial work in other parts of the 
state, and settled down in Atlanta and 
became a contributor to many maga- 
zines and papers, and. made himself 
famous as an editor on our own At- 
lanta’ Constitution. 

“His greatest creation is the char- 
acter of ‘Br‘er Rabbit’ and the de- 
lineation of this character through 
the mouth of the old negro, Uncle 
Remus. Possibly Joel Chandler Har- 
ris understood and interpreted the 
minds of animals in a better way, or 
more interesting way, than. any man 
who ever lived. His stories not only 
interested children, but they challenge

‘All of the remedies proposed by 
the president will, of course, be 
given careful consideration by con- 
gress and it is to be hoped that out 
of his many proposals something 
substantial may be developed that 
will contribute to an early return of 
prosperity. 

There is much in the message 


that merits -favorable consideration, 
and congress should consider the 
recommendations of the president 
without partisan bias.

WILBUR RAPS CENTRALIZATION. 

There will be little dissent from 
the position taken by Secretary of 
the Interior Wilbur in his annual 
report that “many of today’s prob- 
lems of government belong many 
hundreds of miles closer to the peo- 
ple than in the city of Washing- 
ton.” 

In decrying the trend toward 
centralization of power in the fed- 
eral government during the past 
few years, Secretary Wilbur ques- 
tions the value of the many bureaus 
and departments which have been 
set up, and succinctly adds: .“My 
experience with federal bureaus and 
departments does not encourage the 
belief that, once created, decentrali- 
zation becomes theif goal.” 


This warning from the California 
member of the cabinet emphasizes 
that it is sometimes harder to get 
rid of useless governmental agencies 
than it is to set them up. Once 
established, they hold on like grim | 
death. At the rate centralization of | 
government has been growing in the 
United States during the past few 
years, a decade or so will see So 
many bureaus and departments 
functioning in Washington as to 
make state governments practically 
unnecessary.

From the books of Boris Pilniak, 
the Russian writer whose book is now 
available in. translated form,.both.in 
English and French, one gains an idea 
how life is going on in the soviet 
union. His latest, “The Volga Falls 
in the. Caspian Sea,” is an>dexcellent 
document and it is not ‘surprising 
that the soviet authorities a¥e not 
very well pleased with what Pilniak’ 
writes. His criticism is devastating, 
One wonders how the men and women 
he depicts are to be the ushers-in of 
a new era in history and in human 
relationships. 

Some of the officials he pictures 
are out-and-out scoundrels, _ without 
the slightest respect for human life 
or for human morality. Pilniak makes 
one of them say: “When the last 
calory of. morality has been exhaust- 
ed, individuals like we appear in the 
world.” They respect nothing and no 
man, Man changes into a thing in 
their mentality. Man is a means to 
an end to them. This is the very op- 
posite of our view based on Chrig- 
thian ethics, where man and the per- 
fection of man is the chief aim, and 
the happy perfected man the end of 
all our efforts.

The Englishmen won over their au- 
dience with a splendid refutation of 
the time-worn story about English 
humor. Both debaters, with typical 
English pronunciation, made effective 
use of witticisms directed both at the 
arguments of their opponents and at 
the tics of the press—particularly 
the préss of America. . 

Foot Ridicules Newspapers. 

Foot, opening the debate, decla 
that when he read the first Sunday 
paper after debarking in Boston he 
thought he had purchased “a cheap 
edition of the Encyclopedia Bri- 
tannica.” ~*

printed and published in the American 
newspapers because the press gives 
the public what it wants to read

KANE DENDUNED 


BY FATHER OF Witt 


HAMPTON, Va., Dee. 8.—(?)— 
I’rofessor Elisha Kent Kane III was 
|aliernately pictured as a “philanderer 
and a Lothario”’ and as a “kind and 
considerate husband” today in his 
trial on charges of drowning his wife 
at a Grandview beach, on Chesapeake 
bay. 

The descriptions were given by op- 
posing attorneys in opening state- 
ments after the athletic young Uni- 
versity of Tennessee professor hai 
pleaded “not guilty’ in stentorian 
tones in answer to the indictment. 

Kane contends the drowning was 
accidental. 

W. C. Graham, father of Mrs. Jen- 
ny Graham Kane, the dead woman, 
described Professor Kane as a man 
who cursed his wife at night snd 
treated her with an attitude of devo- 
‘tion during the day. 
. “Many a night I have heard Kane 
‘in an adjoining room curse and abuse 
‘my daughter in a way that I wouldn't 
‘use on a brute.” Graham testified as 
ln state witness. 

' Graham was the fifth witness 
‘called by the state, taking the stand 
late in the afternoon. He was pre- 
ceded by Coroner George K. Vander- 
slice, the Rev. J. D. Hosier, a Method- 
ist pastor, and Deputy Sheriff Bick- 
ford Curtis, who told of conversations 
with Kane in which the professor 
, made statements about the events at 
Grandview beach the afternoon of

| Coroner Vandeslice testified that 
‘he changed his verdict from acciden-

‘tional facts were brought to light. 
| (At the preliminary hearing he said 
, these facts consisted of a letter to 
‘Kane signed “Betty,” later identified 
as Mrs. Edith H. Dahl, of Mount 
Holly, N. J.). 

The coroner said he found no marks 
of violence on the body and that he 
did not make an autopsy because evi- 
' dence of foul play was lacking.

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well-maintained ard siécessful op- 
eration and the stability of railway 
finances are of primary importance 
to economic recovery, They should 
have more effective opportunity to 
reduce opera costs by proper 
consolidation. their rates must 
be regulated in public interest, so 
also approximate regulation should 
be applied to competing services by 
some authority. The methods of 
their regulation should be revised. 
The interstate commerce commission 
has made*important and far-reach- 
ing recommendations upon the whole 
subject, which I commend to the 
early consideration of the congress. 


Anti-Trust Laws. 


In my’ message of a year ago I com- 
mented on the necessity of congres- 
sional inquiry into the economic ac- 
tion of the anti-trust laws. There is 
wide conviction that some. change 
should be made especially in the 
procedure under these laws. I do 
not favor their repeal. Such action 
would open wide the door to price- 
fixing, monopoly, and destruction of 
healthy competition. Particular at- 
tention should be given to the in- 
dustries founded upon natural re- 
sources, especially where destructive 
competition produces great wastes of 
these resources and brings great 
hardships upon operators, employes, 
and the public. In recent years 
there has been continued demoraliza- 
tion in the bituminous coal, oil, and 
lumber industries. I again commend 
the matter to the consideration of 
the congress. 


Unemployment. 


As an aid to unemployment the fed- 
eral government is engaged in the 
greatest program of public-building, 
harbor, fleod-control, highway, wa- 
terway, aviation, merchant and naval 
ship construction in all history. Our 
expenditures on these works during 
this calendar year will reach about 
$780,000,000 compared with $260,- 
000,000 in 1928. Through this in- 
creased construction, through the 
maintenance of a full complement 
of federal employes, and through 
services to veterans it is estimated 
that the federal taxpayer is now di- 
rectly contributing to the livelihood 
of 10,000,000 of our citizens. 


We must avoid burdens upon the gov- 
ernment which will create more un- 
employment in private industry than 
can be gained by: further expansion 
of employment by the federal gov- 
ernment. We can now stimulate 
employment and agriculture more ef- 
fectually and speedily through the vol- 
untary measures in progress, through 
the thawing out of credit, through 
the building up of stability abroad, 
through the home loan discount 
banks, through an emergency fi- 
nance corporation, and the rehabili- 
tation of the railways and other such 
directions. 

I am opposed to any direct or indi- 
rect goverument dole. The break- 
down and increased unemployment in 
Europe is due in part to such prac- 
tices. Our people are providing 
against distress from unemployment 
in true American fashion by a mag- 
nificent respouse to publie appeal 
and by action of the local govern- 
ments, 


General Legislation. 


There are many other subjects requir- 
ing legislative action at this session 
of the congress. I may list the fol- 
lowing among them: 


Veterans’ Services. 


The law enacted last March author- 
izing loans of 50 per cent upon ad- 
justed service certificates has, to- 
gether with loans made under pre- 
vious laws, resulted in payments of 
about $1,260,000,000. Appropriations 
have been exhausted. The administra- 
tors of veterans’ affairs advises that 
a further appropriation of $200,000,- 
000 is required at once to meet the 
obligations made necessary by exist- 
ing legislation.

in loans, to refuse new credits, and 
to realize upon securities, which in 
turn has demoralized the markets. 
The paralysis has been further aug- 
mented by the steady increase in 
recent years of the proportion of 
bank assets invested in long-term 
securities, such as mortgages and 
bonds. These securities tend to lose 
their liquidity in depression or tem- 
porarily to fall in value so that the 
ability of the banks to meet. the 
shock of sudden withdrawal is great- 
ly lessened and the restriction of 
all kinds of credit is thereby in- 
creased. The continuing credit pa- 
ralysis has operated to .accentuate 
the deflation and liquidation of com- 
modities, real estate and securities 
below any reasonable basis of values. 


Stifle Business. 


All of this tends to stifle business. 
especially the smaller units, and 
finally expresses itself in further de- 
pression of prices and values, in re- 
striction on new enterprise, and in 
increased unemployment. 


The situation largely arises from an 
unjustified lack of confidence. We 
have enormous volumes of idle 
money in the banks and in hoarding. 
We do not. require more money or 
working capital—we need to put 
what we have to work. 

The fundamental difficulties which 
have brought about financial strains 
in foreign countries do not exist in 
the United States. No external 
drain on our resources can threaten 
our position, because the balance of 
international payments is in our fa- 
vor; we owe less to foreign coun- 
tries than they owe to us; our in- 
dustries are efficiently organized; 
our currency and bank deposits are 
protected by the greatest gold re- 
serve in history. 

Our first step toward recovery is to 
re-establish confidence and thus re- 
store the flow of credit which is the 
very basis of our economic life. We 
must put some steel beams in the 
foundations of our credit structure. 
It is our duty to apply the full 
strength of our government not only 
to the immediate phases, but to pro- 
vide security against shocks and the 
repetition of the weaknesses which 
have been proven. 

The recommendations which I here 
lay before the congress are designed 
to meet these needs by strengthening 
financial, industrial and agricultural 
life through the medium of our exist- 
ing institutions, and thus to avoid 
the entry of the government into 
competition with private business.

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Mr. Wilbur looked skeptically upon 
talk of a department of education. He 
praised the policies for local autonomy 
advocated last month by the nationa! 
advisory committee on education, and

“The recommendation that they be 
furthered by creation of a federal de- 
partment of education deserves fur- 
ther study. My experience with fed- 
eral bureaus and departments does 
not encourage the belief that, once

The cabinet member, now on leave 
as president of Leland Stanford Uni- 
versity; combined the approach of the 
scholar with the punch of the para- 
grapber in his report.

Oil, Gas Conservation.

“In 20 of our states are scattered 
300,000 citizens who are set apart 
from their white neighbors in their 
relationship to the state, and whose 
property is largely administered from 
Washington because they have not 
been taught to own it. 

“If we needed any reminder of the 
benefits of the traditional American 
system (in education) we can look to 
the federal experiment in the control 
of Indian education and thank Provi- 
dence that our educational troubles 
are solved at-home and not at Wash- 
ington.

Review of Activities. 


For a clearer understanding of my 
recommendations to the congress it 
is desirable very biefly to review 
suth activities during the past year. 
The emergencies of unemployment 
have been met by action in many 
directions. The appropriations for 
the continued speeding up of the 
great federal construction program 
have provided direct and _ indirect 
aid to employment upon a large 
scale. By organized unity of sac- 
tion, the states and municipalities 
have also maintained large programs 
of public improvement. Many in- 
dustries have been prevailed upon to 
anticipate and intensify construc- 
tion. Industrial concerns and other 
employers have been organized to 
spread available work amongst all 
their employes, instead of discharg- 
ing a portion of them. _A large ma- 
jority have maintained wages at as 
high levels as the safe conduct of 
their business would permit. This 
course has saved us from industrial 
conflict and disorder which have 
characterized all previous  depres- 
sions. Immigration has been cur- 
tailed by administrative action. Upon 
the basis of normal immigration the 
decrease amounts to about 300,000 
individuals who otherwise would 
have been added to our unemploy- 
ment. The expansion of federal em- 
ployment agencies under appropria- 
tions by the congress has proved 
most effective. ‘Through the presi- 
dent’s organization for unemployment 
relief, public and private agencies 
were successfully mobilized last win- 
ter to provide employment and other 
measures against distress. Similar 
organization gives assurance against 
suffering during the coming winter, 
Committees of leading citizens are 
now active at practically every point 
of unemployment. In the large ma- 
jority they have been assured the 
funds necessary which, together with 
local government aids, will meet the 
situation. A few exceptional locali- 
ties will be further organized. The 
evidence of the public health service 
shows an actual decrease of sick- 
ness and infant and general mortality 
below normal years. No greater | 
proof could be adduced that our peo- 
ple have been protected from hunger 
and cold and that the sense of so- 
cial responsibility in the nation has 
responded to the need of the unfor-

NEW YORK, Dec. 8.—(#)—Presi- 
dent Hoover’s message to congress fell 
upon a wavering stock market in Wall 
Street today. 

Prices on the stock exchange were 
in a decline and they continued the 
down trend after publication of the 


message. Dividend omissions or re- 
ductions by five railroad companies 
and the suspension of a small stock 
exchange firm, Palmer & Company 
had unsettled the market prior to ap- 
pearance of the chief executive's rec- 
ommendations on financial news tick- 
ers. Trading was in moderate volume, 
the day’s turnover aggregating 1,599,- 
016 shares. 

New York Central and New Ha- 
ven, at their extreme lows, were off 
$5 a share. They regained a small 
part this loss. Pennsylvania, 
which stands to lose about $1,250,- 
000 in income on an annual basis as 
a result of dividend changes an- 
nounced by New Haven and Boston 
& Maine, held relatively steady. 

United States Steel closed at $51.12 
a share, showing a net loss of $2.12 
for the day. i 

While Boston & Maine passed divi- 
dends on two preferred issues and 
New Haven, Colorado & Southern, 
and Texas & Pacific passed their com- 
mon dividends, there were no changes 
in the preferred dividends of either 
New Haven or Colorado & Southern. 
The Virginian railway, while declin- 
ing to pay the $8 annual dividend, de- 
clared a quarterly dividend of $1.50. 
Later payments by this road will be 
determined on a quarterly basis. 

Chicago, Burlington & Quincy di- 
rectors declared that road’s regular 
semi-annual dividend of $5 a share. 

Suspension by the stock exchange 
of Palmer & Company, whith has 
three branch offices in New York 
city and one in Boston, marked the 
fifth suspension for insolvency this 
fall of smaller stock exchange houses, 
and the eighth of the year. 


NEW ORLEANS COTTON 
LAGS AFTER ADVANCE 


NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 8.—(4)— 
After ruling steady and gaining 14 
points on the government’s final crop 
estimate of 16,918,000 bales, cotton 
turned decidedly weak in the late 
trading today, making new lows 17 
jto 19 points under the high figures 
and closing at the lows with net de- 
clines for the day of 8 to 9 points 
on the three most active months.

Deposits in Closed Banks. 


A method should be devised to make 
available quickly to depositors some 
portion of their deposits in closed 
banks as the assets of such banks 
may warrant. Such provision would 
go far to relieve distress in a multi- 
tude of families, would stabilize val- 
ues in many communities, and would 
liberate working capital to thousands 
of concerns. I recommend that .meas- 
ures be enacted promptly to accom- 
plish these results and I suggest that 
the congress should consider the de- 
velopment of such a plan through the 
federal reserve banks. 


Home-Loan Discount Banks. 


I recommend the establishment of a 
system of home-loan discount banks 
as the necessary companion ip our 
financial structure of the federal re- 
serve banks and our federal land 
banks. Such action will relieve pres- 
ent distressing pressures against 
home and farm property owners, It 
will relieve pressures upon and give 
ndded strength to building and loan 
associations, savings banks and de- 
posit banks, engaged in extending 
such. credits. Such action would fur- 
ther decentralize our credit struc- 
ture. It would revive residential con- 
struction and employment. It would 
enable such loaning institutions more 
effectually to promote home owner- 
ship.

Shipping Board. 
At present the shipping board exer- 


cises large administrative functions 
independent of the executive. These 
administrative functions should be 
transferred to the department of com- 
merce, in keeping with that single 
responsibility which has been the 
basis of our governmental structure 
since its foundation. There should be 
created in that department a position 
of assistant secretary for merchant 
marine, under whom this work and 
the several bureaus having to do 
with merchant marine may 
grouped. 


The shipping board should be made a 


regulatory body acting also in ad- 
visory capacity on loans and poli- 
cies, in keeping with its original 
conception. Its regulatory powers 
should be amended to include regu- 
lation of coastwise shipping so as to 
assure stability and better service. It 
is worthy of consideration that 
the regulation of rates and services 
upon the inland waterways should be 
assigned to such a reorganized board.

Tobacco 
of Illiteracy Sought. 


WASHINGTON, . Dec. 8.—Three 
measures relating. to the collection of 
statistics on peanut production, in- 

ion and grading of tobacco, and 
the eradication of illiteracy in the 
several states were prepared for in- 
troduction in the upper chamber to- 
day by Senator Walter F. George of 
Georgia. The measures are: 

1. A bill providing for the collec- 
tion, and p Y 
peanuts by the department of agri- 
culture. The senator points out the 
growing importance of the peanut crop 
and the absence of reliable informa- 
tion of statistics to grower and trade. 
He stressed the fact that the grower 
is compelled to plant and sell blindly 
without adequate information as to 
the-quality and quantity of peanuts 
in storage andthe current crop. This 
bill was offered in the senate last ses- 
sion and , but was held up dur- 
ing the closing days in the house. 

2. A bill to provide for n 
and grading of tobacco by experts 
from the department of agriculture. 
This measure carries out. the recom- 
mendation made last spring by the 
chief examiner of the federal trade 
commission, who, after a survey of 
tobacco marketing conditions in Geor- 
gia and North Carolina, found that 
growers of flwe-cured tobacco, used 
chiefly in the manufacture of cigare 
are in sore need of federal supervision. 
Senator George offered:a similar bill 
at the last session, but it failed of 
passage. It is hoped that in view of 
the report of the federal: trade com- 
mission this legislation will be ac- 
cepted. 

3. A resolution to aid the several 
states in combating. illiteracy. The 
measure requests the director of the 
census to issue. a list of illiterate 
adults as disclosed in the last census, 
making this information availahle to 
educational institutions and authori- 
ties. Edueators have stated that with 
this information they will be greatly 
aided in their work of combating il- 
literacy and’ furthering the cause of 
education.

LOST FAITH. 

Minnesota lost faith in “Doc” Wil- 
liams’ football some years ago—al- 
though he had led the Gophers to 
their greatest triumphs. Since then, 
Bill Spaulding and Clarence Spears 
and Fritz Crisler have: tried their 
hands at the assignment with vary- 
ing success. Now Minnesota _ has 
gratified the doctor’s dying wish by 
bringing Bernie Bierman back home. 

ernard W. Bierman is his. real 
ean he oceupies an unique place 
among Anferica’s leading coaches. He 
comes from a football family, his older 
brother, Al, being a star halfback at 
Minnesota before him, Bernie is quiet, 
thoughtful, loyal, considerate and a 
real student of the game.

Its appear- 
ance is as far removed from Dr. Wil- 
liams’ as the feminihe clothes of to- 
day are from those of the hobble 
skirt era. Yet basically it is the 
same. It has been the key to Tu- 
lane’s success on the football field 
since I came south in 1915, and it 
will continue to be so. Ted Cox, an- 
other Minnesota man, and Lester Lau- 
tenschlaeger, former Tulane quarter- 
back, who now coach the Green Wave 
—are well grounded in its workings. 

Every Minnesota man _ throughout 
the land will welcome the return of 
“Doc” Williams’ favorite. I do not 
think they could have found a finer 
or more loyal man than Bernie Bier- 
man.

The decision of the I. C. C. giving 
the railroads the recently increased 
freight rates without the pooling pro- 
vision injected strength to railroad 
bonds early in the day but they sub- 
sequently turned weak when the New 
Haven passed its dividend.
